HEW MEMBERSHIP ROUTINE for nominating new members: 

1. Applicant must obtain nomination from two current members and send their 

calls and his own to Jim Ricks, W9T0, 2435 Marcyk Drive, Evanston, TL 60201 

He or she must include call, name address, telephone number, plus any other 
interesting information, but no money. 

2. Jim will assign a CFO number to the applicant & send all the info to Doris, 
(W9WBL XYL) for issuing of the almost official certificates. 

3. When the membership certificate arrives, he or she should then send in the 
two bux to Doris for postage and materials. 

4. After the two bux have been sent to Doris for the membership certificate, 

another two bux should then be sent to Mel, K0PFX, for the annual cost of 

Key Clucks. This includes not only bux for purchasing corn to feed the ed¬ 
itor and for CF to grease all the printing presses, but also pays for the 
Rooster(so you can see who else is nuts). Mel can be found at the office on 
Sundays, in the kitchen cooking on evenings or if all else fails, try: Mel

OFFICIAL MONITORING QRGS 

Fritz, W4UF, suggest we adopt a list of "user friendly" frequencies to monitor 
for CFO activity. Certainly Fritz is not suggesting that we use than only for 
monitoring and then move, that would be too complicated for CFO members! After 
all, it doesn't work on ARRL nets so why should we be expected to call "CQ CFO" 
receive an answer and then move to the side so others may do the same? All we 
need to remember is that if you wanna yap with another CFO type, monitor the 
calling QRG for QRM and then if no one is there, yell for a little visit. Maybe 
someone will have read this, answer your lonesome clucking and move off to the 
side for a QSO, unless they want some others in the coop. Then it may be okay 
to stay on the calling QRG. Here is the first almost official calling QRG list: 


160 meters . 1803 

80 meters..3533 - (official winter evening QRG) 

40 meters.7033 (official year around QRG) 

30 meters.10119 

23 meters . 14033 

15 meters . 21033 

11 meters . Ch. 19-(official call "Where's the beef?) 


Assuming most of us will be on 80, 40 and 20, I would say leave your receiver on 
one of these QRGs and see what happens, if you wanna call CQ, hop on one of the 
CFO QRGs and let loose. If we all use this method, our CQs may end up in a big 
pile-up without having to buy big rigs and big antennas that attract lightening, 
cost too much many bux and get complaints from the zoning commission and TVI- 
prone neighbors.
